of the nation, Dr. Charles F. Aked, pastor of 
the Fifth Avenue Baptist church, and Mrs. 
Philip Snowden, leader of the suffragist 
movement in England, spoke at Carnegie 
hall. * ; 

The meeting brought a swift and tart reply 
to President Roosevelt, who in a letter to 
the anti-euffragists read in the afternoon * 
meeting declared himself a lukewarm suf- 
fragiet. Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, who 
preaided at the Carnegie hall meeting, an- 
swered the president at the close of the 
speaking. 

Roosevelt Called a Tree Toad. 

* “Mr. Roosevelt says he is a luke worm 
euffragist,”” she declared. It is not hard 
to find the reason for this. We wil! not have 
to look far for it. There is no secret to it. 
We know that a tree toad, when it is on a 
brown bough is a brown toad, and when. it 
ig on a green bough, it 10 a green toad. We 
know that he knows that women do not vote 
and that he can, therefore, afford to be luke- 
warm. Mr. Taft has declared himseif in 
favor of suffrage for women, and now that 
he is elected we women must see to it that 
he, too, does not become lukewarm.” 

An audience of women filling the hall to its 
topmost gallery paid enthusiastic tribute to 
Mrs. Snowden as she told the story of the 
— of the suffragettes in her native coun- 

ry 

Mrs. Snowden made her plea with youthful 
energy and earnestness. In telling of the 
picture the newspapers would draw of the 
doings of the suffragettes in England she dis- 
played a keen sense of humor. 

Story of Movement in England. 
lt was only in 1882 that British women 
were legally Gisqualified from full exercise 
of the right of suffrage,” she said. “ Even 
now they may vote for every governing and 
administrative body in the kingdom with the 
exception, of parliament, It is the right te 
vote for parliament that they seek. Three- 
fourths of the members of the present par- 
liament are pledgéd to support woman eutf- 
frage and the suffrage bill recently passed 
its second reading by a vote of 8 to 1. 

But even if all the members of parliament 
were in favor of suffrage we cannot gain the 
desired legislation so long as the cabinet re- 
mains divided. It is with the cabinet min- 
isters in England that our fight lies. They 
are all powerful.”’ 

Mrs. Snowden explained the difference be- 
tween the old Suffrage society in Great Brit- 
ain and the new suffragette organization. 
One of the chief functions of the new society, 
she declared, is to advertise the movement. 


No Fun to Go to Jail. 


We have got to keep the subject alive,”’ 
she said. “Apathy is our foe; not opposi- 
tion. It is in advertising the movement that 
you perhaps have heard the most of us, but 
don't imagine that women are going to prison 
for the cause; that they are risking their 
lives at public meetings for the fun of the 
thing. It is no fun to spend three months in 
a lonely, cold lish cell. It is no fun 
to be kicked’ like a football down three or 
four flights of stairs. 

“I have seen pale little women striegling 
with great brutes of men, feeling that their 


to the dignity and a lofty principle and a 
mighty cause. You women of America live 
under a greater enlightenment. If American 
women were treated the way some English 
women have been there would be lynchings 
in this country. No insult that you can 
imagine has been too vile to be offered to 
English women asking for votes—insults 
which I cannot repeat.” 


* “Seven Devils” Still in Man. 

The Rev. Dr. Aked scored both of the 
leading. American political parties and de- 
clared he did not know which was the worse. 
He pointed this comment with the story of a. 
man who, being worsted in debate w a 
woman, exclaimed as a last resort: 

Well, no man ever had seven devils cast 
out of him.“ 

No,“ replied the woman, 
are still in the men.“ 

The devils nave not been cast out of one 
of the political parties,“ declared Dr. Aked, 
and they are still in the other. One is 
different only in its attempts to be worse 
than the other.“ 

Dr. Aked said the woman question is 
neither local nor national, but ig a part of a 
larger question, wide as the world, on every 
social, political, moral, and religious ground 
a human question, and the attempt to sec- 
tionalize it is an assault upon the solidarity 
of the human race.“ 

To a person of English birth the position 
is a little pussling.“ be said. He recognizes 
the American woman as the picked woman of 
the world. He sees in her the finished prod- 
uct of civilization. He recognizes in her 
the flower of evolution. 


She, Politically, Is Non-Existant. 

“And yet he finds her unenfranchised, 
politicaly all but nonexistent, a negligible 
factor in the government of city and state. 
He sees her left far behind by the less favored 
women of less progressive countries. He 
finds her curiously indifferent to the fact 
that her less brilliant sistere are moving 
ahead of her, resolute to take the lead the 
American woman is abandoning, and do the 
work of humanity to which she waa originally 
called. This is all strange. 

In many of the countries of the oid worid, 
the countries whose slow going. cumbersome 
methods have been for generations a stand- 
ing joke to you, women are citizens, pos- 
sessed of citizens’ rights and exercising them 
in the light of day. Under the sotithern 
cross, the commonweaith of Australia grante 
full federal suffrage to women upon the same 
terms as’ to men. In New Zealand women 
and men vote on equal terms in all elections.

President James of University of Ili- 
nois Issues an Appeal to Public to 


Unite Against the Practice.

Warships ‘from Holland Begin 
Patrol of Coast. 


CASTRO RETIRES FOREVER? 


Reported in Europe as Having Saved 
$60,000,000 fd Himself. 


WILLEMSTAD, Dec. Having been un- 
able to obtain an amicable settlement of out- 
standing differences with Venesuela, the 
Netherlands government has begun a naval 
demonstration off the coast of the South 
American republic. Since Wednesday ves- 
sels flying the Dutch flag have steained along 
the coast from Puerto Cabello to La Guaira 
at a distance of 8,000 yards from the shore. 
The battleship Jacob Van Heemskerk and 
the cruisers Gelderland and Friesland are 
engaged in the operation, which, it is said, 
will continue indefinitely. The Jacob Van 
Heemskerk arrived here this morning, bring- 
ing the above news. 

The two cruisers had proceeded to Mara- 
caibo, it was stated, though the officers ob- 
served secrecy concerming the movements of 
the vessels. The Heemskerk will relieve the 
Gelderianc at Maracaibo on Monday. = 


Guns Aimed at Ship. 

With steam up in all its boilers Heem- 
skerk arrived off La Guaira esday 
morning at 5 o'clock. As sgon as the battle- 
ship was sighted all the lights in the city 
were extinguished. From the deck of the 
ship could be seen the guns ashore pointed 
toward the battleship, which was kept ready 
for action. The Heemskerk remained but 
one day off La Guaira and yesterday pro- 
ceeded up the coast and passed between the 
shore and the smal) sandy islands in the 
Bay of Puerto Cabello, off the city of Puerto 
Cabello. 

The demonstration ise regarded as indi- 
cating that the preparations for an effective 
blockade of the Venesuelan coast are com- 
plete. 

It is reported here that the Netherlands 
battleship De Ruljter left Holland yesterday 
for this port. 

Castro Saves Sixty Millions. 

PARIS, Dec. 4.—Some of the newspapers 
here express the belief that President Castro 
has deserted Venezuela forever. They say 
that for years he has been sending money to 
England and France, where they estimate he 
has $60,000,000 deposited. 

No Order for Operation. 

BPRLIN, Dec. 4.—Dr. Israel sald today 
that he had received no notice that President 
Castro of Venesuela desired his services for 
an operation Al that the doctor knows 
about the president and hie intentions he has 
learmed through the newspepers. It is 
thought here that President Castro will leave 
the steamer Guacaloupe at Santander, Spain, 
instead of continuing om to Bordeaux.

pointed county officials and, of course, paid 
by the taxpayers. Out of such facts grow 

-- the creation and continuance of offices serv- 
ing no other purpose than to draw salaries

We do not wish to say unqualifiedly that 
mo election frauds were committed by civil 
gervice employés, but we do report that this 
far in ouf investigations no civil service em- 
ployés except policemen have been found to 
be engaged in such frauds.

@ich frauds by seeing and hearing nothing 
— to the prejudice of their patrons.

Civil Service Extension Urged. 
The inference is a plain one to us, and 
is that in the interest of fair elections and 
Setter government the coming legislature 
should enact a comprehensive civil service

Concecing this to be so, we yet find 
that such incompetent and corrupt judges 
and clerks have not been confined to the 
districts referred to. 
„But it such vicious sections were more 
numerous than they are, it is no sufficient 
reason for permitting the scandal to go on

Legal Remedy Suggested. 

“A remedy should and must be found in 
the laws to prevent the disorderly and vicious 
elements from exercising the pastime of 
stuffing ballot boxes in their disreputable 
haunts. 

It has been suggested that this evil may 
in part be overcome by a supervising elec- 
tion official appointed directly by the gov- 
ernor and free from local influence, as is the 
case in New York City, but this would not

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and would be hostile to home rule, to which 
‘the people of Chicago are thoroughly com- 
mitted. 

“We do, however, recommend the follow- 
ing amendments to the election laws, and in 
this respect concur in the suggestions made 
to us by the election commissioners: 

„1. The election law should be so amended 
as to require the compulsory services, if need 
be, from voters appointed to act as judges 
and clerks. There is as good and better rea- 
son to require such compulsory service as 
there is in the case of grand and petit jurors 
and the service is ! onerous. 

“92 That when the emergency exists the 
election commissioners shall be authorized 
to select qualified voters at large to be sent 
into other than their home precincts, to there 
act as judges and clerks. 


General Election Inspectors. 


. That the law provide for general elec- 
tion inspectors to be appointed by the elec- 
tion commissioners, whose duty it should be 
to see that all the provisions of the election 
laws are complied with by judges and clerks 
of the election and by voters; these to be 
co ent men of character and standing. 
with police authority, and to report upon the 
working of the law, and to be qualified to 
act as prosecutors in case of violations of 
the law. 

“4. Some method of identification from the 

voter should be required at registration and 
at the poll, such as his signature or thumb 
impression, to vent repeating and imper- 
sonation by other voters. {he number of 
Ukterate voters who cannot read or write the

Voting Machines Recommended. 

“ AS every general election costs the tax- 
payers of Chicago fully $250,000, we should 
have at least fair elections and accurate 
counts and returns. 

“With the best intentions on the part of 
the judges and clerks; numerous errors are 
likely. to occur where many candidates are 
voted for, and in a close election no real con- 
fidence can be placed upon the stated result 
under existing conditions. 

Therefore to reduce the opportunity for 
errors, prevent frauds, lessen the cost, se- 
cure the prompt announcement of the result 
of an election, and prevent the holding 
back of announcement of results in one ward 
in order to defeat some candidate who has a 
lead in other wards, we recommend that sat- 
isfactory voting machines should be pur- 
chased and installed at each precinct at the 
earliest practical moment. 

“There are difficulties in the way of so 
doing at once, but there was testimony given 
before us to the effect that such voting ma- 
chine suitable to Illinois elections would soon 
be upon ,the market, light in weight and 
at a * reasonable cost compared with 
voting hines now being made. 


Further Investigation Urged. 

“ As we are convinced from our investiga- 
tions thet much of the misgovernment of 
Chicago and Cook county and the waste of 
public money is due to frauds at primary 
elections, which are the first step in the se- 
lection of public officials, we recommend and 
earnestly urge the continuance of the in- 
vestigation, which time did not permit us to 
conclude, in order to detect and vigorously 
prosecute and punish those guilty of the 
crimes denounced by the elections laws and 
thereby prevent a recurrence of such frauds, 
misdemeanors, and crimes. To that end we 
earnestly urge upon the board of county com- 
missioners the making of a liberal appropria- 
tion for the special state’s attorney to effect- 
ae — on said work. 

We desire to express our obligations to 
the board of election commissioners and to 
the chief clerk thereof for the prompt and 
efficient aiid which has been Gaily accorded 
to us and to the specia! state's attorney in 
the investigation of said primary election

Many Indicted More than Once. 


The return even of eighty-one indictments, 
a record breaking performance, it was said, 
for a grand jury, sank into a place of second 
importance when the substance of the report 
became known. 

An inspection of the list of names showed 
that all but sixteen of the offenders pre- 
viously had been indicted and that the newly 
indicted men were of little importance—po- 
tically or otherwise. 

A fact more commented upon was the rein- 
dictment of the big men previously hit 
by true bills. Edward J. Smejkal, state rep- 
resetitative from the Seventeenth senatorial 
district was named in two indictments charg- 
ing perjury and violation of the primary 
law. Abram J. Harris, clerk of the Criminal 
court, was hit by eight more bills charging 
perjury and aiding and abetting illegal vot- 


g. 

William G. Herman, a deputy clerk*of the 
Municipal court and a nephew of Chris 
Mamer, was named in six additiofial indict- 
ments charging perjury and aiding illegal 
voting. Q. J. Chott, a former police magis- 
trate, who was included in three other har- 
vests of true bills, was hit again on charges 
of perjury and aiding illegal voting. 

The only celebrity in the new list was 
June Tousey, colored, a former elevator 
operator in the Criminal Court building, said 
to be employed now in the city hall. He was 
Indicted for perjury and violating the pri- 
mary law in the Fourteenth precinct of the 
First ward. A majority of the men not 
previously indicted were from the bailiwick 
of Hinky Dink Kenna and Bathhouse ”’

“The word ‘extradition’ is not found in 
the language before the year 1719,"’ he began, 
as if lecturing to one of his classes. The 
practice of the right of asylum is as old as 
history. It grows from a feeling inherent in 
humanity thet, even without sympathy for 
the criminal or the offense, there must be 
some place where the offender may be safe. 
The Israelites had their six cities of refuge. 
Greece and Egypt held the temples of the 
gods inviolate and in the Christian era the 
same idea prevailed. As late as 1170 England 
was shocked when Thomas A Becket was 
killed at the altar of a church. 

Right of Asylum Explained. 

“To the religious asylum, the territorial 
asylum has succeeded. Any surrender for 
erime is obviously a denial of the right of 
asylum, and there has grown upa feeling that 
some oriminai must not be given up under 
any circu ces. 

There are three principles of extradition. 
The demanding nation has no right to the 
fugitive except: by treaty. The man may be 
given up only on the presentation of evidence 
which would lead to his prosecution and pun- 
ishment in the country where. he is found. 
ee offender must not surrendered 
4 A 

“In 1881 Russia tried to ind all Euro- 
pean powers to modify or abandon their posi- 
tion that they would not give up political 
offenders, but was thwarted by the refusal of 
Great Britain and Germany. Later she suc- 
ceeded in perfecting such treaties with Prus- 
sia, Bavaria, and Spain. According to Lam- 
bert Tree, a Chicagoan, formerly minister to 
St. Petersburg, there is no judicial procedure 
there about giving up a fugitive. In this 
country our practice is different and we call 
on the government to come in here and prove 
its case. The burden of proof is on the de- 
manding government. 


Defines Political Offense. 


“ As to what constitutes a political offense, 


John Stuart Mill defines it as any offense com- 
mitted in course or furthérance of insurrec- 
tion or civil war. The offenses charged 
against Rudowitz come under this category.” 

Mr. Hyde also read into the record a letter 
and inclosure from the state department, con- 
taining a statement from N. B. Bornholt, 
American consul at Riga, to the effect that 
the country was in a state of revolution in 
January, 1905, and that arrangements had 
been made to get the American colonists out 
of the country. 

“Attorney Rigby charges us with ques- 
tioning the motives of the Russian govern- 
ment,” Attorney Sissman said. We do 
question them. We have the right to do so. 
If we cannot, then it is sufficient to file a 
complaint and receive the surrender of the 
fugitive. Any inquiry is aninvestigation into 
motives. It is up to the Russian government 
to show that these offenses are not polit- 
ical. But we have not insisted on that; we 
have made our own case, as against testi- 
mony from absentee witnesses who corrected 
themselves at times.

TWENTY-NINE M@DICTMENTS. 


Men Captured in Recent Secret Service 
“Roundup” Are Indicted for Making 
or Passing Counterfeit Money. / 


The federal grand jury returned twenty- 
nine indictments yesterday and was dis- 
charged by Digtrict Judge S. H. Bethea. 

Edward Wheed, Edw Westcott, and Leo 
Brown were indicted for making counterfeit 
$5 bills; and August Bayer, Harry Michaels, 
and George Anderson were indicted for pass- 
ing counterfeit money. 

Viadimir Braslowski was indicted on a 
charge of swindling by representing himself 
to be the Russian consul and collecting large 
tees on pretense of obtaining passports for 
Ruselans. Braslowski was formerly chief 
clerk in the office of Nicholas De Raylan, 
the woman who, impersonating a man, was 
pri te secretary to Baron Schlippenbach 
when the baron wes Russian consul in Chi- 
cago.

SAYS WOMAN'IN OMAHA CASE. 


Mrs. Abbie Rice Testifies Dr. Rustin 
Told. Her Capitalist Agreed to Kill 
Him for Drug. 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 4.—Mrs. Abbie Rice to- 
day in court recited her story of how Dr. 
Frederick Rustin told her of the plan to have 
Charles E. Davis, the capitalist, kill him 
under promise thet the physician would 
furnish Davis with poison with which to take 
his bwa_lfe. 

She tdie of her visit to the doctor’s office 
at night, during which Davis came. Mean- 
time the doctor showed her a bottle of poison 
he said he was preparing for Davis, who, in 
éxchange for it, was to kill Dr. Rustin. The 
poison was a mixture of another drug ‘with 
aconite. 

She left the office after 9 o'clock that night, 
going to Meyer & Dillon’s drug store and 
later walking on Farnam street near Six- 
teenth, waiting for Dr. Rustin. She saw 
the latter approach, accompanied by Davis, 
who boarded a west bound car, after which 
Dr. Rustin joined her and they walked to 
Fortieth and Farnam streets. On the way 
Dr. Rustin told her his plane were ali made. 

Davis, according to his testimony at the 
coroner’s inquest, which was admitted as 

today, had acquired a suicide manta 
and went to Rustin for some medicine with 
which he intended to take his life.

Worst Storm in Years. 

The storm that wrecked the Soo City wae 
one of the severest of recent years. It began 
Tuesday night with a northerly gale that con- 
tinued for forty-eight hours, assuming at 
times the shape of a blizzard. The same gale 
caught and drove to pieces no less than ten 
Newfoundland fishing vessels, and while 
seven of the crews escaped three, witha total 
of seventeen persona, perished. It is figured 
that the Soo City was caught in the gulf of 
St. Lawrence when the storm was at its 
height. 

The Soo City was of 488 tone net and was 
built at West Bay City, Mich., in 1888. It 
was valued . and hailed from Chi- 
cago. From it was used as an excur- 
sion steamer on Lakes Huron and Michi- 
gan and usually carried a crew of twenty- 
eight men. When it was sent away it car- 
ried only about half the ordinary crew, but 
this number was at porte where 
calls were made. 


Destined for einai Trade. 


The Soo City recently was sold by the In- 
diana Transportation company to Felix Jack- 
son of Velasco, Tex., and was being taken 
to New Orleans, where it had been planned 
to put it in service between that city and 
Texan ports. It carried no passengers. it 
was to be first overhauled in New York and 
for that purpose had been consigned to Agent 
T. B. Franklin of New York. 

The Soo City sailed from Michigan City on 
Nov. 1 and reached Ogdensburg, N. Y., Nov. 
11. At that port it took on coal and added 
four men to its crew. Up to that time the 
steamer was in charge of Capt. F. v. Dority 
of Milwaukee, but at Ogdensburg the com- 
mand wae turned over to Capt. Dillon. It 
was last reported at Quebec Nov. 14. A 
week later, when nothing had been heard, 
much anxiety was felt, and on Wednesday 
last the vessel was listed by the maritime 
exchange among the missing.

Selentist Declares 75 Per Cent ot Man- 
Kind Suffers with Disease. 


New York, Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Making the 
Statement that three-fourths of mankind 
are subject at some time or other to the taint 
of tuberculosia, Dr. Simon Flexner tonight 
affirmed that a preventive has been dis- 
covered which will greatly lessen the dan- 
gers of the “ white plague.” 

He told of many experiments which had 
been conducted at the institute on various 
animals, and which, he declared, proved the 
newly found preventive had in many in- 
stances rendered its subject “mmune. The 
antidote is called tuberculin. N acta upon 
the system as @ sort of antitoxin. 

“Fully 75 per cent of all human beings,” 
said Dr. Flexner, are at some time in their 
li subject to tuberculosis lesions in the 
lungs to a greater or less extent. 

Experiments upon animals have shown 
that if there is a paftial infection of tubereu- 
losis which can be overcome by the com- 
bative s of the body, the system will 
be e immune. The infection may be in- 
creased to a remarkable degree before the 
animal faile to fight it further.”

The INMinois Centra? is preparing to reduce 
some of ite suburban fares.

Attorney John G. Drennan, speaking for 
the railroad, made this statement to the 
council committee on local transportation. 
It was brought out by a proposal of Ald. 
Moynihan that the franchise the road wants 
for its Kensington and Eastern branch, the 
Gary line, be granted on condition that the 
road establish a 10 cent rate to Hegewisch. 


Bargain on Another Basis. 

“Mr. Drennan said the company would not 
consent to any bargain of that sort. It wes 
not a business like proposition. 

But,“ he added, I will say. the company 
is considering a reduction of suburban fares 
ag a business proposition. We now have an 
expert investigating that question. Our local 
patronage north of Forty-seventh atreet is 
now practically nothing. We recognize we 
will have to lower the fare or quit the serv- 
ice. We feel the effect of the surface road 
competition as far south as Sixty-third and 
Sixty-seventh streets. 


Gives Inkling of Action. 


At Kensington we will be in competition 
with surface lines, which charge only 10 cents 
for a ride to the center of tha city. The fare 
from Hegewisch to Kensington will be only 
5 cents.”

It has been hinted that the butterine inter- 
ests are responsible for this prosecution, 
which is based entirely on a technical Viola: 
tion of the pure food act 

B. S. Pearsall, owner ot the company 
against which the action was taken, was 
supported by other manufacturers of Elgin 
‘yesterday. 

The jurisdiction of the Elgin board ef trade 
is tnvolved, for members will be affected by 
the decision rendered. They will combine to 
ald Pearsall’s concern and expect to carry 
| the fight to the highest court. 


Justifies Use of Name “Elgin.” 

“The name Elgin’ is used by every but- 
ter manufacturer whose business headquar- 
ters are in Digin, III., because of the prestige 
that city has in the butter world,” said Mr. 
Pearsall. .“If the Pennsylvania court de- 
cided that the use of that name is a misrep- 
resentation and therefore they are amenable 
to punishment under the pure food act, the 
usefulness of the Elgin board of trade will 
have ceased. 

“There has been absolutely no deception 
in our use of the name igin on labels. The 
board of trade was incorporated by the state 
of Illinois over twentyfive years ago, and its 
purpose was to form a butter market and to 
produce a uniform high grade of butter. 

Our district extends through the northern 
portion of Illinois. Its quotation committee 
is selected from all portions of the district, 
and the five members composing ft are con- 
sidered good judges of market conditions, 
— which their decision each week is 


Board of Trade at Stake. 

“The value of the carload of butter ts 
hardly considerable in comparison with the 
principle at stake. The life of the Eilgin 
board of trade is involved, and the ifiter- 
esta of every Elgin butter manufacturer are 
endangered.

The sub- 
ject is one which is deserving of patient 
and thorough study by the best minds 
in Chicago.

bave not been drawn on but could be, a 
study of the muddled question of mu- 


nicipal taxation might reveal them. 

It is the expressed belief of many prop- 
erty owners that the municipality would 
not be so hard up if its revenues were 
handied more judiciously. They have 
read the recent report on the cost of the 
municipal electric light venture and it 
strengthens their belief in municipal ex- 
travagance. But belief is not evidence. 
That can be had only by a painstaking 
inquiry into municipal bookkeeping and 
a close comparison of municipal methods 
with those of great business concerns. 

Such an inguiry would establish the 
fact that a given percentage of the taxes 
paid by the people of Chicago is inev- 
_itably wasted through the multiplicity of 
governments they live under. Their con- 
solidation would mean a considerable sav- 
ing.

An argumentative chef could give Mr. 
Walter Damrosch an interesting tussle 
on his assertion that the home, to be 
happy, must have music. To hold the 
New York Symphony orchestra leader te 
the strict construction of his dictum 
would read most of the oriental nations 
out of the possibility of happiness and 
would impose a heavy burden of unhap- 
piness on numerous mistakenly happy oc- 
cidental persone who are by temperament 
entirely unmusical and at the same time 
tolerably good: natured and content with 
life, 

Mr. Damrosch, in search of emphasis, 
has been at once too specific and too 
general. He does not know that there is 
more domestic discord in American homes 
than in any other. country on the globe, 
and he does not mean that music is thé 
cure for it. 

A discussion of four ribs of beef, well 
browned and fresh from the oven, prop- 
ably goes as far towards creating «a 
period of peace in the family ‘as would 
a ‘discussion of Beethoven. If faced oy 
the alternative of having the beef miser- 
ably executed or Beethoven eliminated, it 
is much to be feared that the major po:- 
tion of American~life would dismiss the 
Beethoven, reluctantly, probably, but 
firmly.

CHICAGO SAVINGS DEPOSITS. 

Chicago savings deposits aggregated 
$162,000,000 a year ago last August. 
Last week they footed up $148,200,000. 
In the difference is plainly written the 
story of a twelvemonth of comparative 
industrial depression and decreased abil- 
ity to earn and save. The entire loss 
cannot be ascribed to that cause. The 
slaughtering of securities, which went on 
even after the panic became less violent, 
afforded a great opportunity to pick up 
bargains in stocks and bonds. It was one 
of which many savings bank depositors in 
Chicago and elsewhere took advantage 
as soon as they were able to draw out 
their money. They now hold securities 
worth more than they gave for them and 
paying interest higher than the savings 
bank rate. 

A cheerful conclusion can be drawn 
from the fact that there has been a slow 
but steady gain in deposits since they 
reached their lowest point last May. 
During the months of October and No- 
vember the savings banks gained 53,200, 
000. If there were withdrawals by peo- 
ple who were out of work they were more 
than offset by the deposits of the em- 
ployed. 

The savings deposits are now about 
what they were in September, 1906. 
Winter is an idle season for many work- 
ingmen, and during it only a slight in- 
crease in deposits, if any, cah be looked 
for. But if the conditions Shall be as 
favorable next year as they promise to 
be the savings banks ought to have about 
as much money twelve months hence as 
they had before the panic.

The fact thet Alfred Picard should have 
been appointed minister ef marine at Paris 
is liable to give rise to a good deal of confu- 
sion, ome to the fact that France's min- 
ister o ar ts Gen. Picquart, the pronuncia- 
tion of the two names being te all intents 
and purposes the same. Both men are Alsa- 
tians, both hail from Strasbourg, both have 
a passionate love for their native Alsace. and 
between the two they have the whole armed 
foree of France, both on land and sea, in their 
hands. Both speak German with the purity 
of Germans, thelr French being character- 
ized by the Alsatian accent; both have the 
Germanic virtues of patience and pérsever- 
ance, and both are graduates of that famous 
Fcole Polytechnique, where s0 many eminent 
Frenchmen have received their education. 

While Alfred Picard is universally respect- 
ed, yet he lo not popular. It is seldom that 
alumni of the Ecole Polytechnique manage to 
render themselves beloved. For they seem 
to imbibe, along with everything that is best 
in French culture, a certain amount of con- 
sciousness of superiority, a disdain for men- 
tality and instruction inferior te their own, 
and an ilidisguised impatience of ignorance 
and stupidity. On graduating Picquart select- 
ed the army and has now risen to the rank of 
full general and minister of war. 

Alfred Picard on leaving the Polytech nique 
chose the civil branch of the service of the 
state and became one of the government en- 
gineers. Opinions differ as to his talents as 
an engineer, and attention bas been called 
by the adversaries of the administration to 
the fact that a great dam which he bullt to 
hold water burst at a critical moment, caus- 
ing great destruction of life and property in 
the vale below. But there is no doubt as to 
hie being a wonderfully able and honest ad- 
ministrator, with an extremely level head and 
pronounced ideas on the subject of discipline.

We have an interesting and intimate ac- 
count of the assassination of President Gar- 
field written to her daughter, Margaret (Mrs. 
Walter Damrosch), then a schoolgirl at 
Farmington. Mr. Blaine had driven with the 
president to the station where the tragedy 
occurred. Mrs. Blaine was at home seated 
at the breakfast table: 

At 9:80 Tom, the boys, Alice, and I had break- 
fast. In the miéet of it the doorbell rang and 
Tom was called out. Then he called Walker; but 
as the house ie besieged all the time we, who were 
eo fortunate as to remain uneent for, paid no at- 
tention to the prolonged absence of the absentees; 
but chan I ever forget the moment when Maggie 
Nurse came running into the room crying, “ They 
have telephoned over to you, Mrs. Blaine, that 
the president lu aseassinated.”” Emmons flew, for 
we all remembered with one accord that bie father 
was with Mm. By the time I reached the door I 
saw that it must be true—everybody on the street. 
and wild. Mrs. Sherman got u carriage and we 
arove over to the White house. Found the streets 
in front jammed and the doors closed, but they 
let us through and in. The president still at the 
station, so drove thitherwerd. Met the mounted 
police clearing the evenue, then the ambulance; 
turned and followed into that very gateway where 
on the 4th of March we had watched bim enter. 
I stood with Mrs. MacVeagh in the hall, when « 
donen men bore him above their heads, stretched 
on 4 mattress, and as he saw us and held us with 
his eye he kissed hie hand to us—I thought I 
should die; and when they brought him into his 
Ghamber and had laid him on the bed he turned 
his eyes to me, beckoned, and when I went to him. 
pulled me down. kissed me again and again, and 
said, Whatever happens I want you to promise 
to lock out for Crete,“ the name he always gives 
his wite. Don't leave me until Crete comes.” 
1 took usy old bonnet off and just staid. I never 
left him a moment, Whatever happened in the 
room 1 never bienched, end the day will never 
pess from my memory. At 6 of thereabouts Mrs. 
Garfie came, frail, fatigued, but orm 
and quiet and full of purpose to save, I think 
now there is a possibility of succeeding.

Mr. Horatio F. Brown's imposing transie- 
tion of Pompeo Molmenti’s “ HISTORY OF 
VENICE” (A. C. McClure & Co.) hae 
reached Part IIL, which comprises two vol- 
umes, and deals with the decadence of the 
city of the sea. 

Molmenti is a liberal writer—one who con- 
siders nothing that goes on within a city 
foreign to his pen. He at no moment de- 
generates into that dullness and masculine 
pomposity which presupposes political move- 
ments to be the chief end and aim of a 
state. He places these where they belong 
as the activity of-a certain responsible por- 
tion of the community, and, passing from 
the consideration of these subjects, indulges 
himself and his readers with descriptions of 
the street life, the fétes and festivities, the 
salons, the art and the literature of the 
people. 

Molmenti feels Venice to have been 
throughout the course of her history sin- 
gularly ineular and self-centered. The 
poetry of the place, he says, its singu- 
lar site, the development of ite art, all con- 
tributed to emphesize the corruption which 
was common to the rest of Europe.” But 
the waves of revolution which shook the 
other countries were not included in her 
consciousness. When the Italian con- 
science was forming and maturing the con- 
ception of an independent and united Dtaly ” 
Venice, which never had suffered from for- 


‘eign occupation, remained cold. She could 


not feel her. heart beating with the heart of 
| suffering Italy; even her most distinguished 

men like Paolo Sarpi, rarely or never ex- 
tended their gaze beyond the limite of the 
lagoons.” 

In language which has at times a striking 
and melancholy brevity he describes the in- 
evitable fall of Venice—that fall which left 
her, the fairest and most dreamful ofgities, 
to sink, decade by decade, into decay, mock 
ing the practical world of today with a vision 
of insouciance and beauty 8 to de 
equaled. 


“Her subject lands says Molmenti, 


bound to ber as much by affection as by 


force, sincerely mourned the republic of St. 
Mark. whose standard the people of Zara 
buried under the altar of their church: so did 
the people of Perasto. and thus paid it a trib- 
ute of honor which no ensign of a defunct 
government has ever hitherto received.”

OF HALF A CENTURY,” by R. 

C. Lehmann, M. P. is imported by 

Messrs. Scribner. Among other inter- 

esting things in this book are some let- 
ters from Charfes Dickens. In ofie written 
from Gedshil) place in 1862 he says to Mr. 
Lehmann: Here is a note to Fields, who is 
a capital fellow and of strong. English sym- 
pathy. So many years have passed since I 
was at Boston and so many of the people 
whom I knew there have gone to that far. far 
west which is behind the sun and moon that I 
cannot hurriedly recall. any other likely 
names. Heaven speed you in that distracted 
land of troublesome vagabonde!"’ 

This is rather hard, considering the way 
Dickens was treated on his last visit to this 
country. We forgave him his American 
Notes and took him to our hearts, and he 
calls us ‘‘ troublesome vagabonds.”’ In an- 
other letter he writes freely of some of his 
English friends: “I saw Chorley yesterday 
in his own room. A sad and solitary sight. 
The widowed Drake, with a certain gincoher- 
ence of manner, presented a blooming counte- 
nance and buxom form in the passage; so 
buxom, Indeed, that she was obliged to retire 
before me like a modest stopper before I 
could get into the dining decanter where poor 
Chorley reposed, like the dregs of last sea- 
son's wine.“ 

Chorley apparently was not the only dis- 
tinguished autbor who put himself within 
reach of the decanter, for we are given a ple- 
ture of Charles Lamb being carried like “a 
sack of coals" from one room to another, 
who when he was put to bed woke up more 
tipsy than before. 

George Elliot was a fair planist, not 
gifted, but enthusiastic, and extremely 
painstaking. During a great part of that 
winter I used to go to her every Mon- 
day evening at her house in North Bank. 
Regent's Park, always taking my violin with 
me. We played together every piano and vio- 
lin sonata of Mozart and Beethoven. I knew 
the traditions of the best players and was 
able to give her some hints, which she a: ways 
received eagerly and thankfully: Our audi- 
ence consisted of George Lewes only, and he 
used to groan with delight whenever we were 
successful in playing some beautiful passage. 
Now that he and George Eliot are no more 
the scene is to me a strange; ead, and quite 
unique memory. 

Some years afterwards they were kind 
enough to ask me and my wife to join a sma!! 
audience invited to hear Tennyson read his 
poetry at their house. I hed at first some 
little difficulty im accustoming myself to his 
marked northern dialect, but, that done, I 
thoroughly enjoyed the reading. He would 
interrupt himeelf every now and then to say 
quite pafvely, ‘We now come to one of my 
beet things. Thie has been tried before me, 
but not successfully,’ and so om, acting 
throughout as his own not quite impartial 
Greek chorus. He read‘ The Northern Farm- 
er and almost the whole of ‘Maud.’ We 
were spellbound, and he seemed to enjoy it so 
much that his son hed at last to make him 
‘stop by 3 him ot the latences of me 


hour.” 


The letters from Robert Browning to Leh- 
mann were nearly all about his son Pen,“ 
over whose painting he was enthusiastic, 
more enthusiastic, I imagine, than were 
unprejudiced people. In a letter to Mrs. 
Lehmann, written July 17, 1860, Browning 
says: .“ You should not bid nie be like my 
old self’—because my last self is always 
the most affectionately disposed to you of 
all the selves; and I can do myself (honestly 
to speak) no greater pleasure than to go to 
you on Monday week. I always think my 
heart is on my sleeve, and that who likes

. Through Chicago 
Banks Establish New High 
Record Volume. 


‘MILLS ARE MORE ACTIVE. 


Retail Trade Stimulated to Grati- 
fying Dimensions by Sea- 
rg Weather. 


In tts weekly review of Chicago trade 
Dun's Review, published by R. G. Dun & Co., 

will say in today’s issue: 
The week chronicles ample testimony to 
the improved state of commerce. Not only is 
there smaller trading defaults but pay~ 
ments through the banks establish a new high 
record volume, and official statements dis- 
close ample stores of money, deposits being 
unprecedented and reserves indicating the 
probability of further ease in discount. The 
eourse of new demands reflects steadiness, 
and little change is likely to occur during 
the closing weeks of the year. 

„Leading industries exhibit more extended 
operations, some branches approaching 
closer to normal production. Increasing ma- 
-@ehinery and hands appear in fron and steel, 
more furnaces and mills being active and 
the output of cars and other equipment ef- 
larged. Foundries and forges obtain sub- 
stantial forward orders, and larger bookings 
are noted in electrical lines, assuring em- 
ployment for months ahead. Factories are 
doing better in heavy hardware, power, sani- 
tary goods, and furniture. 

“An excellent outlook is also developing 
in the leather trades, tanners being called 
upon for larger supplies to meet growing 
demand for future deliveries of footwear, 
belting, and novelties. Planing mill outputs 
and boxmaking show wider absorption, out- 
side needs and. current shipments 
heavier. 

Building Material in Demand. 

„ Building materials remain in exceptional 
request and satisfactory progress is made 
upon plans for heavy construction, but lum- 
ber receipis do not show a desirable increase 

and lake receipts have virtually ceasec for 

the season. Yard stocks reflect a fair ac- 

cumulation of pine, but hardwoods lack suffi- 
dient variety, and the general buying is firmer 
Tor commercial and railroad uses. 

Freight earnings of the Chicago steam 
roads now make closer comparison with the 
best previous returns. Crop marketings re- 
main over those at this time last year, while 
merchandise movements are heavier and 
there is sustained recovery in the offerings of 
finished products anc fuel. Lake gation 
has virtually closed with a tone / 
nage; but recent arrivals indicate some gain 
in tron ore, minor metals, and coal. Raw 
materials for factory conversion come for- 
Ward more freely, and packing is improved 
by larger supplies. 

** Seasonable weather has stimuleted retail 
trade to gratifying dimensions. The demand 
ig remarkably good for heavy weight apparel 
and high grade merchandise, and stocks now 
Undergo rapid depletion. House trade re- 
mains fair in textiles. boots, and shoes, men’s 
furnishings, and groceries. Mail orcers for 
reassortments indicate that count stores 
do a good business. Some Mnes of dry gbods 
have become scarce and dearer, but the book- 
ines sum up encouragingly for spring for- 


 fwarding. 


Total Movement of Grain. | 
The total movement of grain at this port, 
$030,557 bushels, compares with 7,514,382 
bushels last week and 5,287,929 bushéls a year 
ago. Compared with 1907 Increase appears in 
receipts of 59.9 per cent and decrease in ship- 
ments of 0.90 per cent.

**Colder weather brought a better retail 
demand for seasonable merchandise, and hol- 
iday trade made good progress, but assort- 
ments are not wholly satisfactory because of 
the conservatism of many dealers Who failed 
to secure adequate stocks, Industrial activ- 
ity is maintained except where it is custom- 
ary to Hmit operations for inventories at this 
geason. Shoe factories receive much forward 


business, .wholesalers anticipating higher 


prices in keeping with the persistent upward 
tendency of hides and leather. Recent ad- 
vances in pig iron are held, although there is 
less pressure to provide for the needs of 1900, 
while the steel industry je almost normal 
except for the big railroad contracts that are 


till deferred. 


“Dry goods market conditions are more 
qtiet, although there is no evidence of weak- 
ness. In some lines there is the usual lull that 
appears in December, while in other depart- 
ments the position of the raw material isa 
disturbing factor. It is also noted that there 
is less complaint of djfficulty nnn in 
securing deliveries.’’
